GERAC1 viewed £ photograph of LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
and stated OSWALD was identical tc an individual with whem 
he had a brief conversation lasting about ten minutes t . which 
took place at the Cuban Student Directorate (CSD) y 107 
Decatur Street , New Orleans , in the latter part of July, 

19 S3, GERACI, age 15., a sophomore at East Jefferson High 
School, Metairie, Louisiana * advised that at the ti^e he 
met OSV/AID at the CSD he, GEKACI, was visiting that place 
for the first time for the purpose of obtaining information 
regarding the CSD* which he had heard was a n anti -CASTRO 
Cuban organisation, GERACI stated that he discussed 
anti -CASTRO activities with a CARLOS BEING IUS (phonetic; * 
who owned the Casa Roca Store, 1C 7 Decatur Street, which 
was the 'headquarters for the anti -CASTRO organisation, 
known as the CSD. Accompanying GERAC1 at that time was a 
friend of his, VANCE BLALOCK, 5708 Bout a 11 Street, Metairie, 
Louisiana „ 

While talking with CARLOS BRINGIUS, an individual 
whose photograph GERA Cl advised was identical to LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD, came into the store and made inquiry of BRING XUS 
regarding anti-CASTRO literature. OSWALD expressed an 
interest in learning all about the CSD and indicated a 
desire to join the organization. Following a brief 
discussion of the CSD, its purposes and objectives, OSWALD 
became engaged in another conversation with GERACI and his 
friend, BLALOCK, GERACI recalls OSWALD^ mentioning that he 
had in his possession a Marine Guide Book which contained 
information regarding guerrilla tactics, firearms and other 
subjects. GERACI recalls mentioning to OSWALD that he, 

GERACI, had done a little reading regarding guerrilla warfare, 
after which OSWALD informed him that he was familiar with 
various types of guerrilla tactics, OSWALD informed GERACI 
that he knew enough about explosives to be able to blow up 
ifche new bridge which crossed the Mississippi River from 
New Orleans to Algiers, Louisiana. OSWALD also mentioned 
that he knew how to derail a train which could easily be 
accomplished by placing a chain around the railroad tracks 
and securing it with a lock.

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GEP.ACI advised that the brief conversation with 
OSWALD lasted about ter. or fifteen minutes, and that in 
addition to discussing the CSD and a brief discussion 
regarding guerrilla tactics, nothing else was discussed. 

He cannot recall OSWALD discussing Marxism, Communism 
or any other political philosophy at the time, GERACI 
recalls OSWALD mentioning that he was living on Magazine 
Street, exact address unrecalled, and also that he was lookin 
for a job. In addition, GERACI advised that other than 
the brief conversation he had with OSWALD in July, 1963, 
he had no further contact with OSWALD and had not seen him 
since that time. 
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VANCE BLALOCK # 5708 RoutaU Street, Met a trie, 
Louisiana | furnished the following information* 


BLALOCK viewed a photograph of LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD after which he stated ho was certain QSYJALD was 
identical to the individual whom he conversed with briefly 
at the Cuban Student Directorate (CSD)* 10? Decatur 
Street , How Orleans ? Louisiana, BLALOCK advised that ho 
and a friend, PHILIP GERACI, wont to tho CSD to inquire 
about its activities as he had heard it was an auti-CASTRO 
Cuban student organisation, BLALOCK advised that when ho 
and GERACI arrived at tho COD, located at tho Casa Roca 
Store, 107 Decatur Street, they talked with a CARLOS 
BRING XUS (phonetic) who seemed to bo tho loader of tho 
CSD, \/hile discussing the purposes and activities of tho 
CEB, an individual whom BLALOCK identified as being OST/ALD 
arrived at tho store, BLALOCK recalls OSWALD inquiring 
about the CSD and express ii:g an interest to become a 
member and to learn all ho could about the organisation. 


BLALOCK advised that ho and his friend, QERACI, 
had a brief conversation with OSWALD, regarding guerrilla 
operations, OSWALD informed BLALOCK that he was a former 
Marino; that he had a Lari no Guido Book which ho had read 
and in which he 1 oar nod all about guerrilla operations and 
tactics. BLALOCK recalls OSWALD describing to him how 
easy it would bo to derail a train* OSWALD told him that 
this could be accomplished by securing a chain with a leek 
and wrapping it around railroad tracks, BLALOCK also 
recalls OSWALD mentioning that he knew how to blow up 
bridges and also he knew how to make gun powder and a 
,f ZIP M gun. In addition, OSWALD mentioned that he knew all 
about guns but BLALOCK could not recall the exact details 
of what was discussed on the subject of guns. 


BLALOCK advised that his conversation with 
OSWALD lasted probably about fifteen minutes, and that 
OSWALD never discussed Communism, Marxism or any ether 
political philosophy, OSWALD appeared to him as being 
well educated and well read. Just prior to OSWALD leaving, 
he promised BLALOCK and GEKACI that in the near future he 

would let them borrow his Guide Book for Marines in which 
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they could obtain all the information they wanted regarding 
guerrilla warfare. The last thing BLALOCK could recall 
regarding his conversation v/ith OSWALD was OSWALD mentioning 
the new 13-14 rifle which OSWLAD described to BLALOCK and 
informing BLALOCK that most of the Armed Services had this 
gun at the present time* Finally, BLALOCK stated he 
recalls OSWALD making some reference to Florida, but could 
furnish no details regarding comments OSWALD made in this 
regard. BLALOCK seemed to remember OSWALD mentioning 
something about him recently visiting the Casa Nostra 
(phonetic) a Cuban organization in Florida, but his 
recollection was vague regarding further details in this

BLALOCK stated that he has not seen OSWALD since 
his brief meeting with OSWALD in the latter part of July, 
19S3, and could furnish no additional Information of any 
kind regarding OSWALD.

On Friday; April 2 after I got hone* my parents knew that i 
skipped, later at night , Mr. Geraci began shoving rae around and 1 hated it 
and ho knew that I couldn't stand to have his dirty paws on me* On Saturday 
they took m© to see the physician; He suggested that I see a pftayc I air I ©t . 

So, the following week* I saw him, on Saturday, April 17 i had an appo I ntoment 
with the PshycJ strict , but he wasn't there, so the appointment was cat for 
Tuesday, April 20. 

On Monday. April 19, Jerry Boyd and i rode around in hlu car and w© 
stopped at the White Elephant end I bought a suitcase for $4<C0 end brought 
it to Steve Carl's house. Ail my stuff was at Steve's house and i did come 
packing. 

Next morning April 20, l went to Steve's house and called u Meiry Cob 
from there. Then l left my books in his garage and picked up the ee it case whic 
was in his gar eg© » l also left a letter thefc© saying goodbye to ail my friends 
The cab took me to the Greyhound Station. 

Before I told all my friends that 1 would go to Hammond, but Instead i 
went to McComb, Miss, My plan was to go to the woods, but when 1 got there 
I decided to go to Jackson, Miss, instead, so i did that. St cost about 
$3*00 to McComb and about $4*00 to Jackson from McComb or about ;>7.00 ai , 

l hat first night, 1 slept in the bus depot. The next morning, 1 cent looking 
for a Job and got one st Shoncy's Coffee Shop, later that day I found the house 
on 1902 W, Captol . 

I worked as a dishwasher from 00 P.M, to i ;00 A.M* Wed, April 2! until 
April 29. Then they got a permanent dishwssjier( I was just a substitute). 

On May I I became a curb ( I still worked at night). As dishwasher 1 made 
$5-00 c night as curb boy ! got 5/1 commission or about avg. I>3.00 a night, 

I couldn't stay with that so l get a job at Jack's Hamburgers* 

1 started at Jacks on or about May 6, 1 worked from 10 tc Ili.M* 

(depending on when the boss sajdeo) till about 10 or H P.M. everyday at 75# 
an hour. Note: A guy called Randy who worked at S honey's acked If 1 was 
a Red.) 

On May 16, Sunday I quit because I didn't like the owner. 

On May 17, Mon, l goofed around ti&d my laundry etc. 

On May 18, Tuesday i applied Miss, Products Industry (in* the morning)- 
i nedded 3 references though and I didn't have any in Jackson, so l decided 
to go back to M.0, to see what references 1 could get, Besides I wanted to 
write a letter to my mother with M,0, postmark on it, so thepol ice couldn't 
trace It* 1 left that evening at about 6 a CO P.M, and arrived at N.0, at ^ 

midnight, by Greyhound bus. A few years ago when in the French Guarier with 

my parent© l n itced the Silver Dollar Hotel and the cheap prices so of course 
I went end checked in there. After putting everything In my room. 1 went to 
Bourbon St. end found a night club whore 1 cou : ' get In W/0 draft card, I 
didn't Int nd to buy many drinks, but I did, c. n tSte place clcsed at 4 sOQ 

A.M. 1 went sack the hotel. 

Next morning at about cidQ A.M. 1 called Raul, .lie paid that my parents 
wore worrit d, 1 should call my mother etc, I to id him that I wouldn't. * 
told hi * ' !i you ( d call him. After school called him end ached 
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him If he could get the cor. He said no, so I told him to call Diene Turner 
end then call nie back at the pay phone 1 was at, He called back and said 
she could gat the car and asked where to meet me, l told him I'd be waiting 
at corner of IberbJIlo and Burbon, So they went there and picked mo up, Wo 
rode around awhile end they told me about the police attempts to find me, 1 
told them 1 just cam© from Jackson, later on at night, I called Diane (1 
couldn't call Raul because his mother would know my voice) and told her 1 
was leaving N.Q,, at 8 j 45 P.M, on Greyhound# A while later, she called mo at 
the hotel and said that my parents were waiting there for me, Zb J told her 
that I would go to Grand isle, instead, "by car. That night l just layed low 
though, 1 want back to that night club- worried about my problem- and got 
drunk, 1 was helped back to the hotel (l don't know who helped mo) then at the 
hotel someone helped mo up the stairs to my room. In' my room, t flopped 
down on the bed and after a while my private felt hot, but 1 was feol tng too 
miserable to care. After a few seconds I looked and saw a degenerate wn 

there, \ just fell beck on the bed ond a few seconds later, he left, i guess 
ho was disappointed because I didn't have «n erection, 1 remember that he 
had black hair and J don't think that he wore glasses. After heloft I just 
kept on laying there, 

Next morning, May 20, Thursday 1 woke up but 1 didn't feel one bit drunk, 
I callo Diene end told her 1 was ©tPl in town and she said that she'd like 
to talk to me. and said for me to meet her at the Va Kitchen (near her school) 
at neon. While watting until noon, I went looking for another hotel, because 
i learned my lesson at the Silver Dollar, The only other one around was the 
Mariner's Hotel, but their rates were only woci;i:/ end St cost too much. At 
noon i Y/sirit to the V,A Kitchen but she wasn't there, j stayed awhile but she 
never showed up. Thor others who knew her ir» school said that she wasn't In 
school, | figured something was wrong so I hurred bock to the hotel, got my 
stuff and wont to the R.R. Station (there were policemen at the bus station. ) 
and loft on a train at 8(45 PVM* back to Jackson. 1 got to Jackson early 
morning of May 21 a Trldoy, later that seme day a man who worked at Jacks and 
wa© a friend of mine, asked me to help him fix up a house he just bought. So 
from Friday until Sunday May 23, i was over there. 

On Mon, May 24, t applied at Horton -Kirby Vecum Cleaners Co, for ©job 
03 salesman. 1 passed tho test, but 1 didn't have a car so that ended that. 

I get e Job lined up for the next day, being a solicitor for the Standard 
Coffee Co. On Maon, Msy 25, I was o solicitor on the route I met a man who 
was Impressed by my salesmanship and offered a job as a salesman for 
Aluminum Product Co, The next few days I went foom house to house seeing if 
people wanted Aluminum siding. 1 went with the boss and another salesman 
down to Kerelhurst and Brookhavcn to solicit. 

On Friday, May 2S, after I got finished for the day two policemen came 
to the house and got me. 

This statement is the truth to the best of my knowlodge.

On April 20* 1965 one Phi Sip Geraci 1 1 1 W/M 17 residing at 2201 Croon 
Acres Road * Metairie* La. was reported missing by hie father Philip Geraci 
Sr. (4-2733-65) ■ Shortly there after this officer had the cacao ion to spook 

to Mr* Gcraci as to the possible location of his son and Liz eon for Leaving 

home* Mr* Geraci stated that he had deep concern as to the whereabouts of 
hfis son qjSg to the fact he ha$ found several books concerning Guerrilla 
V/arefaro locked in his room. it was discovered his son was investigated by 
tiie Warron Committee and also by the F.B.K Philip Geracl 1J was associated 
with Leo Harvey Oswald and with ouch groups as Alpha 66 and Morgan's Brigade 
but as to his involvement was disclosed at this time. Mr. Geraci had in his 
possession several books and writings taken from his eon's room* one of these 
books was J50 Questions for a Guerrilla' by General Alberto Boys. Writings 
were found on such topics as concelmont* night movement* how one goes about 
taking over a Country Red Stylo and techniques for making bombs* placement 
of them for maxium effect and how to go about c^p^odlng these bombs. 

Mr* Gcraci stated to this Officer his son was receiving psych istr Sc help 
through Dr* Hutchunson at the Tut one University and was very unstable at the ti 
time of his leaving* Philip Gcraci 111 hated his father with a passion. Durln 
his last week home* if his father had touched a door knob* his >n would wipe 
it off with a clean cloth before touching it. He reufusod to eat off the 
same dishes with his father or cat at the same table*. Mr. Gcraci worked at 
the M*A*$*A. plant and required a "secret" clearance end he was concerned as 
to whether his son would try to got at him through employment by piecing a 
bomb. Philip Geracl 111 had knowledge of bow to make a bomb through the 
books ho had on Guerrilla Warfare. Philip also had access to chon i cals at echo 
school due to the fact that he was taking Chemistry at East Jefferson* He 
had also toured the M.A.S.A. plant when his father noticed Phi kip looking over 
tho security* 


Mr. Gcraci also had writings where his son had organ f sod a group called 
the "March Mcurodees" wherein students who wiJwd to join could file an 
application to his organisation. The name cA the vrsanjsation was "Liberation 
Rather Then Oppress i on" • V ho membersh ip l n tj ; rgan i sat I on were as follows

If he put hie mind down to it. Bill ©toted that he had known Philip but 
had ©topped seeing him when his idea had gotten out of hand. BUI said he 
was in the club but quit a iso. Mrs. Dwyer gave this officer permission to 
look thru Bill's papers he had locked in his room. Bill also had papers on 
concealment, troop movement and a book written by Bill under the name *Yo 
Chlngo Mucho" entitles "Tholsyn i gmoua Anthology of Intregue. This book 
consisting of 57 typed pages and had the following list of contents:

hi si. This chocked out and a warrant was obtained in Hammond In the event he 
would be located. Later about or on May 14, 19^5 word was received through 
Mr. Geraci that his son was working In Grand Isle as a dishwasher- a teletype 
was sent and no trace could bo found of a boy fitting that description being 
there. 

An Interrogation was again made on May 29, 1965 of Diane Turner and Raul 
Naval and they stated that Philip had come into town May 13 ond 14 and was 
staying at the Silver Dollar Hotel under the name Larry Brennan. A chock 
was made and this information was found to be correct. Diane stated that she 
had pawned a camera and a radio at Fisher 1 © Pawn Shop in N .0 □ on tho 14th 
for Philip's bus fare back to Jackson Miss. Tho Jackson pel Ice was then 
notified of sc e and for them to chock on Hamburger, stand by the name of Jacks.

A warrant was obtained from Judge Boutall on R.S. 28:53 (c) for Philip 
emergency detention through the parents. 

On May 29 word was received that the Jackson Police had located Philip 
and was holding him on an open charge iSntil arrangements could be made for 
his pickup. Mr* GeracI stated that ha had better not go himself because 
or his aon's hostile actions towards him* Mrs. Geracl and friends then 
proceeded to Jackson and brought Philip to Jefferson Parish for processing* 

Philip was interrogated and a 10 page statement was obtained in Philip's 
own words as to his running away (statement enclosed). Philip is now awaiting 
action with the Corner's Office. 




Special Agent Jeff Gilmore with the F.B.l, was notified to such. 




It has Just boon discovered that Diane Turner V//F 1 8 has just ran away 
from home and In frer possession she had a 22 cal. rifle. This information 
has been reported to the Radio Room.
